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THE KING'S DIVORCE.

I is granted to only a small number of 
men to be consistent. Peihaps, it is 
as well that .t should be so, The usual 
Jot of man is to alter and change, whether 
with the advancing years or with a grow- 
ing experience, or with an increasing per- 
ception of one’s interests. Outward 
circumstances, too, derived from the world 
in which we live, exercise such an 
influence over us that, sometimes con- 
sciously, sometimes unconsciously, we move 
With them. These observations refer to 
the ordinary days of comparative tran- 
uillity. When, however, the epoch 
eas one of rapid and stupendous 
changes, when familiar methods and ways 
of thinking transform themselves into 
others quite different when old Jandmarks 
vanish with disconcerting quickness and 
new ones appear as suddenly, when ancient 
rules of governmer.t and authority are 
revised or rejected—it is then that only 
God can afford to remain the same, yester- 
day, to-day and for ever 

Thomas More, son of Sir John More, 
ine. of the royal judges, was born into 
such an era. It is customary to-day for 
historians and writers to quarrel with one 
er with many of the men who lived in the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, and to 
cive us information concerning their 
errors. Yet ‘et us. at least, be honest, and 
this, I know, some of us are trying to be. 
If Joan of Are was then condemned by 
ecclesiastical judces and suffered martyr- 
dom at the hands of English soldiers, the 
former, in these days of ours, have atoned, 
as far as mortals can ever atone, by rank- 
ing her among their saints, and the latter 
do honour to her memory with a homage 
that is sincere. 


AT OXFORD. 


When Savonarola died Thomas More 
was about eighteen years of age, a student 
at Oxford, whither he had been sent by a 
distinguished patron. He had already 
heen in the service of this patron, Lord 
Chancellor Morton, afterwards Cardinal, 
and had won the high esteem of that great 
and prudent ecclesiastical statesman. 
Observant as he was, he must have noted, 
while in the Cardinal’s household, the 
efforts of his master to reform the all too 
apparent abuses in the ecclesiastical 
domain. That this is so seems likely 
enough from the fact thai at Oxford young 
More showed a marked inclination for the 
study of the picus works of Pico della 
Mirandola. As Pico had been, and had 
died, an ardent follower of Savonarola, 
a student of his werks hardly could fail 
to entertain a similar, porhaps a greater, 
dissatisfaction. 

lf was at More’s house later on that 
Erasmus wrote his “ Praise of Folly.’’ 
This title formed a play upon the name of 
Thomas More, Encomium Moria, Moros 
being the Greek for a fool, which Erasmus 
was very far from considering his friend 
to be. It was, indeed, not the only time 
when the great Dutch scholar had so 
played with his friend’s name. With the 
subject-matter of this book More was in 
complete accord. In it the world of their 
day, and-especially the religion and the 
ecclesiastical system then existing, were 
held up to a keen and biting ridicule. It 
is not to be thought that either More or 
rasmus, or any of the great and pious 
of the time, was not imbued with 
reverence for sincere religion and 
faith and holy service, wherever 
found, But, for all that, the Colets, 
Mores, Briconnets, Roussels, Lefevres, and 
many others with them, were unquestion- 
ablv dissatisfied with the widespread cor- 
ruption of morals 


A PROPHETIC WORK. 


it is a little beside the mark to lav 
emphasis on a work written by More 
himself about the same date, though on it 
his fame an author rests. His 

Utopia’? may be viewed as prophetic 
and far-seeing, bringing into notice ideals 
of reform in national and municipal direc- 
tions that have been only very slowly 
vealised in -action during comparatively 
vecent generations. Although the part of 
this work which treats of religion is pro- 
bably the most interesting and peculiar, 
vet, as an index to the author’s own settled 
opinions it must be dismissed. Beyond 
displaying a broadness of view—perhaps 
one ought to say a largeness of heart— 
towards others who might differ from him 
at that bis life, no deductions

The years passed on. More steadily 
advanced in the profession of law, more 
by character even than by his ability and 
attention. He had, while still young, 
incurred the displeasure of King Henry 
VIL. by speaking too candidly in the 
House of Commons, and he had found it 
necessary to live in exile on the Continent 
until that monarch was dead. All that 
had happened years before and had been 
forgotten when he attained, probably 
through the good offices of Cardinal 
Wolsey, a high place at Court. Frankly. 
it was not his desire. There was in the 
atmosphere of the Court then too great a 
temptation to accommodate one’s views of 
upright conduct, and even of morals, not 
merely to the whims of a royal patron, 
but, still worse, to the opinions of one’s 
fellow-courtiers. Among the few, the very 
few, of that age who maintained a high 
degree of consistency in his life to the end, 
stands More. Even at Court he remained 
the patriot he had early shown himself to 
be, the conventually-minded, even ascetic, 
Christian gentleman he always was. To 
the Court there was for him a counterpoise 
-—his home at Chelsea. Here, surrounded 
with his children and their animal pets, 
he dwelt as in another atmosphere, one 
wherein paternal care and filial obedience 
mingled with a strict system of religious 
observance and individual piety, 


WOLSEY’S SUCCESSOR. 


It is hard to know whether More is to 
be counted among the humanists, That 
he could ever be ranked with Erasmus or 
Budé or Renchlin is quite impossible. The 
same difficulty arises when we ask concern- 
ing his legal abilities—whether he is to be 
considered as having been a pre-eminent 
lawyer or a statesman of commanding 
capability. When he eventually was called 
upon to take the place of the fallen 
Cardinal Wolsey and assume “he office of 
Lord Chancellor, he could have entertained 
no illusions in regard to his powers to 
wield the baton fallen from the hands of 
so great a man as Wolsey; nor could he 
have believed that he owed his high 
advancement to ths excellence of his 
genius.. The divorce question was now the 
most prominent State problem. The 
failure to solve that problem had brought 
about the ruin of the mighty Cardinal. 
It was that which was to be brought before 
More for solution, as well he knew. Kings 
—even Kings like the Tudors, who, to 
abase the aristocracy, raise the commonalty 
to office and power—scarcely ever go 30 
far as to put a commoner of no great 
family or influential connections into the 
highest office in their kingdom without a 
clear reason for so doing—& reason with a 
price attached to it. | 

If consistency is to ldom looked for 
among men, neither is awimple (meaning 
given to any 
simple problem that arises among them. 
It is, perhaps. to be permitted that the 
unlearned and unmeditatite shall deter- 
mine every question by a\‘‘yea” or a 
“nay,’’ and be dissatisfied) with a less 
definite Sep coon the more experi- 
enced and thoughtfal it isyrightly seen 
that almost no question can be\so answered.

A Distinguished Corkman. 


I observe that a distinguished Corkman, 
Lord Atkin, was entertained to dinner a 
few nights ago by the Benchers, barristers 
and students of Gray’s Inn.

Lord Atkin was born in Brisbane over 
sixty years ago, and later became an 
English barrister, joining .Gray’s Inn, 
which has known many notable Irishmen 
in its time. Eventually, by his outstand- 
ing merits as a lawyer, Lord Atkin wén 
his way to the Bench, becoming a Lord 
Justice of Appeal before going to the 
House of Lords It may be recalled that 
he presided over the tribunal appointed 
to award compensation to the Irish 
deportees in 1924 

The late Governor-General, Mr. T, M. 
Healy, K.C., just back from his Egyptian 
tour, was among the JBenchers who 
assembled to honour Lord Atkin.

Afforestation. 


A great deal of interést is taken by 
many people iu th: reafforestation which 
is being undertaken by the Department of 
Agriculture. Ireland, which up to the 
beginning of the eighteenth century was 
one of the best wooded countries in Europe, 
now has less timber almcst than any other. 
Irish oak was famous all over Europe, 
but the oak is now a comparatively rare 
tree in this country. I see that the floor- 
ing of the Dublin Custom House is being 
Jaid down in Tasmanian oak, which has 
also been used extensively in the new 
** Lloyds ”’ office in London. 

In France one sees vast forests of oak, 
and in many parts of England oak 
coppices are used locally for firing. 
Perhaps, if the Department of Agriculture 
and our County Councils were to plant 
oak trees in abundance the timber might 
turn in usefully for the reflooring of 
another rebuilt Custom House in the 
future. 

Oak takes a very long time to reach 
maturity, so Jet us Lope that the reflooring 
of the Custom House may be deferred sine 
dic. In the meantime oak trees planted 
along our country roads would add im- 
measurably to the beauty of the land- 
scape.

made it highly advisable that the men 
most worthy of consideration in the 
Kingdom should be prevailed on to support 
the King’s course of action: hence, pro- 
bably, More’s elevation to the Chancellor- 
ship; hence, most certainly, the urgent 
necessity of securing his adhesion, even 
after he had retired from that exalted, 
but perilous, position. 

The known probity, incorruptible fair- 
ness and devout character of Sir Thomas 
More constituted him just one of those on 
whose approval hung the moral value of 
King’s and Parliament’s actions. With- 
out that approval, clearly given, future 
generations—if not, perhaps, also that 
then existing—might well question the 
legitimacy of the succession, from the 
moral point of view, which might even 
affect and impair the political and 
national. 

It was a terrible position for a man of 
high spiritual craracter. More did not 
question the right of Larliament to fix 
the succession, ard it was not the succes- 
sion itself of which he could not approve, 
or even the repudiation of Papal jurisdic- 
tion in England. On a former occasion 
he had strictly counselled Henry to confine 
that jurisdiction withir much narrower 

than the King then was disposed 
to do. When the oath was presented to 
him, however, it involved two things to 
which “More’s conscience could give no 
assent. First, it required him to swear to 
a belief that Henry’s marriage with 
Catherine had been an infraction of God's 
law ; secondly, that Henry was supreme

South-American Loyalty. 


I see from a report in a contemporary 
that a British employé in the Mendoza 
branch of the Anglo-South American Bank 
has been shot dead in the Argentine. It 
seems that some supporters of a political 
faction in Mendcza ordered him to shout 
‘Vira Lencinas,’’ their leader’s name; 
but he did not understand Spanish and 
remained silent, whereupon he was 
mufdered on the spot.

He was 
living in a republic which was changing 
its President évery few days, so that one 
never knew who was in power at any given 
moment. Whenever the peaceful citizen 
ventured to walk through the streets he 
was almost sure to be pounded on and 
ordered to ‘‘ viva’’ for somebody. 

One day, having had some unpleasant 
experience of '' vivaing”’ for the wrong 
person, my friend’ was strolling quietly 
along when a band of desperadoes rushed 
at him and ordered him to ‘‘ viva.’’ For 
the moment he was taken aback and said 
nothing. ‘‘ What” roared the leader of 
the gang, ‘‘will you not ‘viva’? 
‘Certainly I will,” replied my friend, 
‘but will you please ‘ viva’ first?”

Regarding the first, some bishops had 
already said that, in their opinion, Pope 
Julius’s dispensation for that marriage 
should never have been granted, but that 
the long continuance of the marriage would 
now make it a greater crime to dissolve it. 
Regarding the second, Kings of England 
had, in fact, been heads of the English 
Church, in its temporal aspect, but what 
now was asked of More was, in effect, to 
fill with Henry, a layman, that place at 
the head of the-spiritual administration of 
the Church left vacant by the repudiation 
of the Papal jurisdiction. This was how 
More understood it; thi; was more than 
even members of the Reformed Churches 
to-day would be inclined to agree to. 

For conscience’s sake More died. Even 
his judges were anxious to deliver him. 
His scrupulous care in agreeing to all that 
a patriotic Englishman and good Christian 
might admit, and merely refraining from 
expressing an vpinion, favourable or other- 
Wise, on points where his conscience bade 
hum hesitate, found sympathetic and ap- 
preciative hearers ainong them. The neces- 
sities, not less of the Kingdom itself for 
its stability and succession, than of the 
new Queen for her child, and of Henry for 
his position and authority, were thought 
to demand the sacrifices of a man whose 
conscience stood in the way. 

When More aid his head on the block 
on that fatal 6th July, 1535. a good man 
laid down his life for his nation as truly 
as any other patriot ever did. Conscience 
cone be om victims, yet may no man 
dispute its authority with. impunity ; fori 
is the voice of God, i SSN:

(From Our Astronomical Correspondent.) 


FLANETS are entirely absent from the 
evening sky at the beginning of the 
month, and, with the exception of Saturn, 
are all too near the Sun to be observed to 
advantage. Mercury rises half an hour 
before the Sun on the Ist. Venus rises 
almost at the same (time, and the two 
planets are in conjunction on the 8th at 
2 a.m., but it is doubtful if the conjunc- 
tion will be observable. They remain 
near each other all the month, and Mer- 
cury is in Superior Conjunction with the 
Sun on May 3rd. Mars rises a little more 
than an hour before the Sun all the 
month, and will scarcely be visible. He is 
a faint object in the twilight, and will 
need accurate knowledge of his position to 
find him. Jupiter is in conjunction with 
the Sun on the 6th, and invisible. 

Saturn is the only planet within reach 
of observation at any time of the night. 
He rises half an hour after midnight on 
the Ist, and at 10.28 p.m. on the 30th. 
He is nearly at his lowest possible 
Southern Declination, and badly bi 
for the observer in the Northern Hem1- 
sphere. It will be several years before he 
is in a more favourable position. The 
planetary observer will have to wait. till 
the end of the present year before he will 
be able to do much work.- Mars, Venus, 
and Jupiter will be available during the 
winter of 1928-9; and the last will be 
more favourably placed than he has been 
for some years. 


THE MOON, 


Full Moon on the Sth,.at 5,38 a.m. 
Last Quarter on the 13th, at 8.8 a.m. 
New Moon on the 20th at 5.25 a.m. 
First Quarter on the 26th, at 9.42 p.m. 
There will be two occultations of fairly 
bright stars by the Moon this month. Both 
are in Gemini—namely, Epsilon Gemi- 
norum, magnitude 3.2, on the 24th, from 
10.3 to 10.35 p.m.; and Kappa Gemi- 
norum, magnitude 3.6, on the 25th, from 
9.34 to 10.18 p.m. The Moon will be in 
the crescent phase, and the disappearance 
in each case will take place at the dark 
limb. Occultations of this kind sometimes 
show anomalous features, such as the star 
appearing to pass right on to the Moon’s 
dark edge before disappearing, and seem- 
ing for a few seconds to be actually shin- 
ing through the Moon. As the Moon is 
known to possess no appreciable atmos- 
phere, this phenomenon cannot be due to 
refraction. Moreover, refraction through 
an atmosphere, if one existed, would make 
the star appear further from the Moon's 
limb than it really is, instead of nearer, 
as refraction through the Earth’s atmos- 
phere makes the Sun and Moon appear 
higher above the horizon than they really 
are. The explanation must be sought 
elsewhere, and is, perhaps, to be found in 
irradiation, which makes the size of a 
bright body appear greater than it 1s. 


THE SUN. 


There was quite a sharp revival ol 
activity in the solar photosphere during 
the past month. A very large group of 
spots traversed the Sun’s disc in the first 
half of March, and their passage was 
signalised by a very pretty aurora on the 
evening of the llth. This was well seen 
from Armagh. as a typical auroral arch, 
with coloured streamers, and seems to 
have been observed as far South as Cork. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on April Ist, 11 p.m. on 
the 15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

Virgo is on the meridian, and occupies 
a large part of the sky space due South. 
Overhead is the tail of the Great Bear. 
The region immediately South of this is 
occupied by the constellation Canes 
Venatici (the Hunting Dogs), the only 
conspicuous star therein being Cor Caroli, 
a noted coloured double, easy to a small 
telescope. Between this and Virgo hes 
Coma Berenices, a patch of small stars 
suggesting a wisp of hair (whence its 
name, “ Berenice’s Hair ’’). Origmally 
the wisp was the tuft on the tail of the 
Lion which lies immediately to the right. 
Queen Berenice, so it is said, when her 
husband had one to the wars, vowed to 
dedicate her beautiful hair to the gods if 
he returned safe and sound. He returned, 
and the Queen cut off her hair and had it 
placed in the temple, but, by the careless- 
ness of the high priest, 16 was lost. To 
save his head, the priest gave out that the 
Queen’s hair had been caught up into 
heaven and become a constellation. When 
asked to point it out, he indicated the 
Lion’s tuft. Thus the Lion lost ús tuit, 
and the heavens gained a new .constella- 
tion; the priest saved his head, and 
everybody was satisfied. 

Both Coma Berenices and the region of 
Virgo just beneath it are remarkable for 
the number of nebul# which they contain. 
To search the region with a telescope on 
a dark, clear night is a wonderful 
experience. All sorts\of faint, ghostly 
shapes flit into the field of view; some- 
times several are in the field at once. 
Many of these are Spiral Nebule, belong- 
ing to the class which has lately been re- 
cognised as “external galaxies,’’ or 
‘island universes.’’ In other words, our 
own star system is a spiral nebula, and 
these others are sister systems of our own. 
lying at distances which must be estimated 
in millions of light-years. 

The brilliant groups of the winter sky 
have almost all set at this hour. Procyon, 
Castor and Pollux, and Capella (the last 
never setting in this latitude), alone re- 
main visible in the West. Hydra, Leo, 
and Cancer occupy most of the region 
West of the meridian. In the Eastern 
heavens are Bodtes, Libra, Serpens, 
Ophiuchus, Corona Borealis and Hercules. 
Cassiopeia is vertically below the Pole. In 
the North-East Cygnus and Lyra are 
gaining altitude. 

Bright stars in sight: in the West, 
Procyon, Regulus, Pollux, Capella; in the 
East, Spica, Arcturus; in the North-East, 
Vega and Deneb. Antares is just rising. 
There are a number of interesting double 
stars in sight, besides the already 
mentioned Cor Caroli: Castor, in Gemini, 
Mizar in the Great Bear’s tail (too near 
the zenith at present for a refracting tele- 
scope, but easily reached with a reflector), 
Gamma Virginis, Epsilon Bodtis, Delta Ser- 
pentis, Alpha Herculis, Gamma Leonis (in 
the “ Sickle ’’), Of these, Epsilon Bodtis 
and Alpha Herculis are remarkable for 
their beautiful colours. ‘THR last has a 
very curious banded spectrum, indicating 
the presence of carbon vapours in its 
atmosphere. 


NOVA PICTORIS. 


In the little Southern constellation of 
Pictor, a region which never rises above 
European horizons, being 50 degrees South 
of the Equator, a “Nova” or new star 
appeared some three years ago, and for a 
short time attained nearly to first magni- 
tude. Nove are always of great interest, 
and are studied attentively by astronomers 
because of the information which they are 
capable of affording on the mechanism of 
the Universe. But for the fact that they 
do actually oceur, it would have been 
thought impossible for a star to blaze up 
in & few hours to many thousands of times 
its normal brightness, and then subside 
in @ few months to be as it was 
Let it be noted that the rapid subsidence 
of the blaze is the puzzle, not the outburst 
itself. A collision between two stars, 
though an unlikely event, is ible; and, 
given infinite time and infinite space, with 
a number of stars which, if not infinite, 
yet runs into thousands of millions, it 
must be remembered that what is possible 


must happen some time. But a “yaa

matter heated would be so vast, that it 1s 
difficult to explain the rapid passing away 
of the heat 

It has, therefore, been argue 
outburst of a Nova is more likely to be 
due to a collision with a gaseous nebula 
than with another star. . It would be 
analogous to the plunge of a meteorite 
into the Earth's atmosphere. In this case 
the heat is generated in the compresse 
gases in front of the rojectile, which is 
itself only heated on the surface by con- 
tact, retaining the cold of Space internally. 
Gases have small heat capacity, and o 
the flare up lasts a very short time ; mm 
when a meteoric stone reaches the Eart 
it is often found to be, not hot, but in- 
tensely cold. Now, however, Nature ~ 
taken a hand, and produced a Nova whic 
has apparently given ocular demonstration 
that there has been a collision between 
two stars. The two stars have been 
actually seen separating after their en- 
counter. Of course, this cannot have been 
a “head on” collision, or little would 
have been left of the two stars to separate. 
There must have been something in the 
nature of a grazing impact, a collision 
after which the two spheres still remain 
spheres, and continue in paths diverging 
at an angle from those pursued previously: 

Any person who has access to a billiar 
table can easily practise experiments with 
the balls which will illustrate my mean- 
ing. In the meantime, the scientific 
world is watching this celestial game of 
billiards with intense interest, to see the 
result oí the Colossal “ pocket-off-the-red 
stroke. Nervous folk need have no appre 
hension of anything similar happening to 
the Sun in our time. If any such event 
ever takes place, the human race of that 
date will have ample notice. For many 
centuries—possibly many thousands of 
years—the approaching catastrophe would 
be foreseen, and its exact day and hour, 
nav even minute and second; calculated 
as exactly as we calculate the moment of 
a future eclipse of the Sun or Transit of 
Venus. |

PERFORMANCE AT ABBEY 
THEATRE 


Three new plays were produced by the 
Gaelic Players last night at the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin. The first, “The New Son-in- 
Law,” by a playwright using the pen-name oi 
Diarmuid O Duibhne, was a match-making 
play of the well-known Abbey type, and was 
thoroughly successful within the scope ol 
kitchen comedy. 

A Kerry father, played in his best broad 
comedy style by Tadhg O Scanaill, is arrang- 
ing an undesirable match for his daughter, 
when it turns out that she has already 
married the man of her heart. A schoolmaster 
ibreezily played by Muiris O Catháin) 
frightens the old man by _ reciting “ Lord 
Ullin’s Daughter ' in Gaelic, and warning 
him of the calamities that pig-headed parents 
bring down. The old man is persuaded, and 
all ends well. Two promising new players 
were seen in Proinnsias MacEnri and Micheal 
O Rodaighe, as the would-be and the actual 
son-in-law.

The second play, “The Pathway,” 
James Wilmot, was a powerful little tragedy 
on a theme already handled by other play- 
wrights and story-tellers. Ip 1922 a Kerry 
farmer's two sons have taken opposite sides. 
One, played by Gearóid O Lochlainn, is “on 
the run ”; the other, played by Piaras 
Beaslai, is a Free State officer. The farmer, 
played by Mr. O Catháin, is in trouble over 
a right of way dispute and has received 
threatening letters. There is eloquence in 
cne fine passage in which he talks of the tur- 
moil in the land and his sense of impending 
tragedy, relating it ali to his passionate love 
of the soil. At the door there is the noise 
as of a raiding party. The old man, thinking 
that the agrarian threats are being fulfilled, 
fires—and it is his son, the Free State officer, 
whom he slays.

Onlv a few weeks ago a burglar w 
stood in the dock told how he had go: 
from pawnbroker to pawnbroker through a 
whole day without finding one who woul’ 
accept some jewellery that he wished to 
pledge. Instead, it was the means 
putting the police on his track- Just 
opposite effect from that which it would 
have bad a few years ago. 

Official records show that stolen proper' 
left with pawnbrokers during the pas! 
vear was much less than formerly, ™ 
withstanding the increase in banditrv 
and burglary. Of course, this also means 
that the pawnbroker has become a less 
likely source of information. The profes- 
sional crook has discovered that the pledge 
office is not a friendly bureau, willing to

MATTER TO BE RAISED IN 


NORTHERN PARLIAMENT. 


A demand is being made in Northern 
Ireland both by the travelling public and 
the labour organisations for the effective regu- 
lation of the working hours of motor omnibus 
drivers and conductors. 

At a meeting of the Labour Party a resolu- 
tion was passed to the effect that, in view 
of the dangers to the public caused by the 
long hours which "bus and motor vehicle 
workers were called upon to serve, a demand 
should be made to the Northern Government 
to introduce immediate legislation to bring 
the hours of those workers more into con- 
formity with those existing on the railways. 

There is a growing feeling amongst the 
public, particularly those who use the ‘buses 
daily, that there should be a stricter super- 
vision of the working hours. It is recognised 
that the strain upon a motor “bus driver 1s 
very. considerable. Qne member at the 
Labour Conference : that road 
accidents were often due to the rg hours 

worked by drivers and conductors of "buses.

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NEW REGISTER AT THE 


END OF MAY, 
a SS 


_ The Free State Medical Register will come 
into operation on the 26th of May ‘next. 
Dr. Coffey, President of University Col- 
lege, Dublin, informed an /rish Times repre- 
sentative that the setting up of the Register 
was the outcome of the Medical Prac- 
titioners Act passed by the Dail last year, and 
a similar Act in the British Parliament. 
ese Acts include an agreement between 
the two Governments under which medical 
students on being qualified in the ‘Kree State 
can be placed on the Register of the General 
Medical Council of Great Britain on paying 
the usual fee, which will enable them to 
practise in England, Scotland, Wales, or the 
Colonies. 

A doctor who intends to stay in the Free 

State need register only in this country. 
_ The agreement enables a practitioner who 
is already on the General Medical Register 
to be a on the Free State Register, ifs 
he so desires, on payment of the usual fee. 

Before the Free State Register comes into 
uperation on May 26th all medical men who 
are on the Register of the General Medical 
Council in the Free State will be placed on 
the new Register. Medical men living out- 
side the Saorstat will be placed on the new 
Register upon making application within one 
month prior to the establishment of the Re- 
gister, After that date a fee must be paid for 
Bh ee The Medical Register will be 
published at the end of each year, 

Dr. Coffey pointed out that young medical 
men on oe would be well advised 
to apply for registration on both Registers, 
because, unless on the General Register they 
could not only not practise in England or 
the Colonies, but would not be a¢cepted as 
surgeons on ships, the great majority of

LADIES’ LIFEBOAT 
GUILD. 
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BRANCH FORMED IN DUBLIN. 


A meeting in connection with the Ladies’ 
Lifeboat Guild was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Shelbourne Hotei, Dublin, at which 
Mrs. James McNeill presided. 

“I ask all those here present to continue 
their support, and I appeal beyond those 
present for a wider support of this excellent 
object,’’ Mrs. McNeill said. Many of us lose 
sight of the fact that our country ig an 
imand, or only remember it to congratulate 
ourselves on the extent and beauty of our 
coasi-line. Events which occurred during 
the last year have robbed us of many of our 
Eag. We read about these things and our 

earts are wrung with pity; we feel we are 
helpless spectatqrs. But are we really so 
helpless? To the extent that we can bring 
back the dead—yes, we are. But the work 
of the Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
has proved how much can: be done to prevent 
these tragedies, and, where they are inevit- 
able, to lessen the sufferings of those whose 
dear ones lost their lives. 

There are nineteen lifeboats, seven motor 
lifeboats, and, in addition, there are those 
under construction. The amount spent last 
year was about £8,000; a sum of £4,300 was 
collected in Ireland, which is far short of the 
amount required to be spent on the rs 
aud maintenance of the boats. This, you will 
agree, is regrettable, and I hope it will shortiy 
be remedied. I ask for a wider support for 
the Ladies’ Lifeboat Guild; it is woman's 
work and work of national importance. 

Mr. Herbert G. Solomon, organising 
secretary, gave a short account of the work, 
of the Ladies’ Guild. 

The Guild was formed seven years ago for 
the purpose of joining up all the lady life- 
boat workers throughout Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State; 
membership is obtainable for a minimum 


; donation of half-a-crown and each member is 


provided with a badge and card of member- 
ship. The work of the Guild does not involve 
a considerable amount of time; ladies are 
asked to devote half-a-day on lifeboat day to 
helping. We hope, M® Solomon said, that 
as a result of this meeting that we shall be 
able to form a very strong ladies’ lifeboat 
guild in the city and in the neighbourhood, 
and trust that a considerable increase in the 
collections will be the result. 

This is something more than an Irish life- 
boat service, it is a great international 
service of British and Irish lifeboats to render 
service to Britons and Irishmen and anyone 
who needs it), irrespective of denominations, 
politicapor nationality. Last year the Prince 
of Wales decorated two Welshmen for mavinng 
saved the lives of Irishmen off the coast o 
Anglesey. ‘The work is carried on in Ireland 
at the invitation of the Government of the 
Irish Free State, because the Society by its 
experience is better able to carry on the 
work than a new organisation. 

On the motion of Lady Myles, seconded by 
Lady Walker, a resolution was passed appre- 
ciating the heroic work of the lifeboat men 
around the coast of Ireland, and resolving to 
form a Ladies Lifeboat Guild for Dublin and 
the district. 

A resolution proposed by Senator Andrew 
Jameson, D.L., and seconded by Major 
Whewell was passed thanking Mrs. McNeill 
for having consented to become President of 
the Guild and for her presence in the chair 
at the meeting.

MOTHERS STORY AT 
NENAGH INQUEST. 


FATHER CHARGED 
WITH MURDER, 


The inquest was opened in Nenagh Hospital 
yesterday by Dr. A. D. Covrtney, Deputy 
Coroner, on the bodies. of Bridget (4) and 
Ellen Maher (14), who were burned to death 
in a fire whch destroyed their parents’ 
house at Cobross, Newport, County ‘Tip- 
peray, last Thursday evening. 

The inquest was adjourned, pending pro- 
ceedings in another Court. 

Denis Maher, father of the dead children, 
has been arrested, and charged with murder. 
It is understood “hat the case will come 
before the Newport District Court on April 
25 next. 

The bodies were removed from Nenagh 
Hospital for interment last Saturday evening, 
following the post-mortem. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

At the opening of the inquest yesterday, 
Dr. Coffey, Newport, gave evidence of 
having, with Dr. W. Courtney, Nenagh, made 
a post-mortem examination of both bodies. 
The body of the younger child was much 
charred. One hand was detached, and both 
legs were absent. The skull was intact, 
but charred, and, in his Opinion, death was 
due to shock and burning. The condition of 
the body made it impossible for the witness 
to say il there were any outside marks, 

In the case of the elder child, witness said 
that the skull was detached from the trunk ; 
both arms were gone, and the abdomen was 
charred beyond recognition. The thighs were 
present, but it was impossible to determine 
the sex of the child. 

MOTHER'S EVIDENCE, 

Mary Maher, mother of the children. said 
that she put the children to bed on the 
Thursday night about eight o'clock. 

In reply to Superintendent McCabe, the 
witness said that, as the result, of annoyance 
and through terror cf her husband, she had 
to get out through a back window that night. 
leaving the childgen in bed. The two eldest 
children had left the room before that with 
the father. She had not seen those children 
since, and only saw the remains of the others 
when the Civic Guards recovered them from 
the burning house. 

Guard O’Donnell, Newport, said that Denis 
Maher, the father, made a report at the bar- 
rack that his house was burning. Maher 
told witness that the fire occurred while he 
was in a field. 

Witness added that all the efforts of the 
Guards were concentrated on the portion 
of the house in, which the two little children 
were. . 

FINDING OF THE BODIES. 

One of the children was found on a bed, 
and the younger child under the bed. 

The Coroner decided to call no further evi- 
dence until the case had been investigated in 
another Court, and the inquest was adjourned 
as stated. 


THE RECONSTRUCTED 
FOUR COGRTS. 


IMPROVED ACCOMMODATION, 


At last night’s meeting of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers in Ireland, 

My. T. Byrne, A.,R.1.B.A., principal 
architect, Public Works, Dublin, summarised 
his paper on some reconstruction work on the 
Four Courts, Dublin, which he submitted to 
the Institution at its January meeting. His 
remarks were illustrated by a very intergst- 
ing collection of photographic slides, 

Mr. Charles McLoughlin said that the re- 
construction of the Four Courts was a most 
unique experience for the staff of the Board 
of Works, and one which would give a lasting 
lesson to their young engineers in Dublin. 
When the building was completed very few of 
them would regret the money that it cost. It 
was up-to-date, and from the lay-out both 
jurors and the public would have very much 
improved accommodation. The original beauty 
of the building. he was very glad to learn, 
would he preserved. 

Mr. Alfred Dickie, K.C., said that every- 
thing that he, on behalf of the Bar, had 
suggested for their convenience was being 
carried out by Mr. Byrne. Mr. Byrne had 
followed the design of Gandon, and had 
apparently improved on some parts of the 
courts, where the walls were weak. The 
library was a great improvement on the old 


one. 

Mr. M. J. Buckley, late City Architect, 
complimented Mr. Byrne on the work that 
he had done in the reconstruction, Looking 
at the original ground plan, he thought it 
was a pity that it had not been placed fur- 
ther back from#the highway. This was 
characteristic of a number of buildings in 
Dublin, which were thrust out on to the 
street. His experience of other cities was 
that such JBuildings had open spaces 
in front. The work of making 
ready the place for reconstruction, which fell 
to Mr. Chaloner Smith, was a wonderful 
achievement. - It was a very dangerous work, 
and, so far as he knew, no serious accident 
had occurred. (Hear, hear.) 

THE GREEN STREET ATMOSPHERE. 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C., complimented 
Mr. Byrne on the excellent manner in which 
the reconstruction of the Four Courts had 
been carried out. He wished that something 
would be done with the Green street Court- 
house, where the atmosphere, when there was 
a ' packed ” Court, was appalling, 

Mr. Jos. Muilagh said that he was sure 
that that Society would b> glad to get a 
slap at Green street Courthouse, and make it 
fit for their legal friends to occupy without 
detriment to their health. Mr. Shoe had 
met the odd problems which were put up to 
him in the reconstruction of the Courts in a 
very satisfactory way. He had given them 
a satisfactory building, and a standard of 
comfort, ventilation and convenience which 
they would not find in any other building. 

The President (Mr. Alfred C. Delap), con- 
veying the thanks of the Institution to Mr. 
Byrne, hoped that they would again have 
the pleasure of hearing Mr, Byrne when he 
had completed the work at the Custom 
House. (Applause.)

THE BOUNDARY BLOCKADE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In connection with an article under

Sin,—We venture respectfully again to 
bring under your notice certain difficulties in 
connection with the Customs boundary of 
Saorstat Eireann, which, unless remedied by 
your order, must very seriously interfere with 
the influx of tourists during the coming 
season. 

This company, operating over 150 chars-a- 
bancs and motor ‘buses, has entered into 
arrangements. to organise tours—both of 
Northern Ireland and visiting tourists—for 
some hundreds of parties. Our desire is that 
these tours should extend to the whole of 
Ireland, many of them being round-trips, 
lasting over several days, to Free State 
pleasure resorts. This unfortunately is im- 
possible under the present arrangement by 
which vehicles registered in Northern Ireland 
are subjected to penal charges if they remain 
more than forty-eight hours in Saorstat 
Eireann. We feel confident that your desire 
to encourage tourist traffic, therefore, justifies 
us in asking you that the forty-eight hours’ 
time limit should be substantially extended. 

On our part we will be prepared to give 
you whatever undertakings and guarantees 
you may consider necessary to satisfy the 
requirements of your Customs officers, so far 
as bodywork or other @utiable articles are 
concerned.

tebacco cured, packed and in bond, and under 
present conditions this is unsaleable. Our 
present Government will make no concession 
or give any help whatever towards finding a 
Ei Ar that will mean any loss to the 
revenue. 

I, therefore, suggest that, as there are 
about 100,000 Ibs. of Irish tobacco, and the 
annual consumption of imported tobacco is 
about 7,000,000 Ibs., the Irish tobacco now in 
bond should be allowed to be sold duty free, 
and a small extra tax should be put upon the 
imported article sufficient to cover the loss to 
he revenue. The duty is, I believe, 8s. 2d. 
I propose to allow one-seyentieth of the 
total annual consumption to be sold duty free. 
This would add one-sixty-ninth to the duty 
of 8s. 2d,, or approximately 1.38 pence per 
lb. This would entail no loss to the revenue, 
as what they lose on the swings they gain on 
the roundabouts; no loss to the manufacturer, 
who used Irish tobacco, and no loss to the 
consumer, who, even if the Irish tobacco is as 
bad as some would have us believe; would 
never notice the difference of such a small 
admixture as not more than one part im 
thirty or forty, assuming that it could only 
be used in the manufacture of half the im- 

rted tobacco. It would, on the othef' hand, 

a great benefit to those whose tobacco is 
held in bond unsaleable. I am in no way 
interested, as I do not at present own a leaf 
of tobacco. 
" The concession need only be for one year— 
I would venture to prophesy that all the 
Irish tobacco would be cleared out of bond in 
three months—but it, or some modification of 
it, might form the basis for the future 
establishment of the Irish tobacco-growing 
industry if our Government care to give a 
really untrammelled chance to an industry 
which would mean so much to Irish labour 
and Trish agriculture, and especially to the

Britain and Egypt. 

A very delicate situation 
created by the latest Note which has been 
handed by Nahas Pasha, head of the 
Egyptian Government, to Lord Lloyd, the 
British High Commissioner at Cairo. Our 
readers will remember that about a month 
ago the Egyptian Cabinet refused to 
approve of a draft treaty which had been 
négotiated between the British Foreign 
Office and Sarwat Pasha, who at that 
time was Premier in Egypt. Sarwat 
promptly resigned, and on March 5th 
Lord Lloyd handed a Note to his succes- 
sor; Nahas Pasha, in which he stated the 
views of the British Government very 
plainly. The new Note is in reply to that 
document. . When the Egyptian Cabinet 
rejected. the ‘draft treaty, His Majesty's 
Government declared that the position of 
affairs in regard to Egypt must revert to 
the situation that existed immediately 
after the unilateral declaration of 1922. 
On that occasion the British Government 
gave Egypt a substantial measure of 
Home Rule, reserving four points, how- 
ever, for future discussion. One of these 
points was the retention of a British 
garrison in Egypt; another was the 
acceptance of responsibility by Britain for 
the protection ot foreign interests in that 
country. Egypt's reply to this overture 
was a series of civil disturbances which 
culminated in the brutal murder of Sir 
Lee Stack, the British Sirdar of the Egyp- 
tian Army. With the advent of Sarwat 
Pasha, however, a more reasonable atti- 
tude of mind was shown by the Egyptians, 
and when King Fuad came to London 
last year the foundations of a satisfactory 
treaty were laid. 

Nahas Pasha’s new Note declares that 
Egypt is a sovereign State, and that she 
can brook no interference from Britain 
or any other Power. It regards the 
suggestion that a military garrison shall 
remain for some years in Egypt as an 
infringement of national sovereignty, and 
asserts that the Egyptian Government is 
well able to look after the interests of 
foreign citizens without any assistance 
from London. Reduced to its simplest 
terms, the Note is a curt defiance of the 
British Government. In open scorn of the 
British Government's last Note, Nahas 
proposes to pass into law two measures 
which, from the British point of view, 
are highly dangerous. One provides for 
the almost promiscuous sale of firearms; 
the other removes all existing restrictions 
on the right of public assembly. The 
British Government has protested against

| the passing of these measures on the 


ground that they are likely to endanger 
the lives and property of foreign residents 
in Egypt. _ Once the Egyptian mob is 
armed and secures the unfettered right to 
hold public meetings, there will be grave 
danger of attacks on foreign citizens. 
Several of the European Powers share 
the British Government’s anxiety in this 
respect. Some years ago, when riots were 
the order of the day in Alexandria and 
Cairo, at least two foreign Governments 
were contemplating the landing of marines 
to protect their nationals; but when they 
received an assurance from London 
they decided to leave matters in British

No British Government 
could yield to Nahas Pasha’s ‘‘ bluff.”” He 
is a man without experience of adminis- 
trative responsibility, and seems to have 
gathered round him colleagues of the same 
type. Lord Lloyd may be trusted to deal 
faithfully with him on the spot; but, of 
course, everything depends ultimately on 
the attitude of the home Government, An 
arrangement can be made whereby 
Egyptian aspirations will be satisfied and 
at the same time Britain’s legitimate 
interests will be safeguarded. The rejected 
treaty provides such a solution, and 
Nahas Pasha must be made to understand 
that it represents Britain’s last word. 


The Unemployed. 


What proportion of the great volume of 
unemployment which has arisen in these 
countries since the Great War represents 
a permanent condition of distress? In 
other words, what proportion of men 
among the unemployed is likely to remain 
chronically in that unhappy state? This 
is a problem of high importance; for 
there are pessimists in high places who 
believe and teach that industry has 
suffered a blow so violent that it never 
can recover its former prosperity. A 
report published by the British Ministry 
of Labour offers a more encouraging 
opinion. The Ministry believes that 
“during the seven years preceding last 
April the proportion of male _ benefit 
claimants in whose case unemployment 
has been comparatively serious must be 
something less than 7 per cent.’’ There 
is a “hard core” of unemployment which 
the Ministry estimates to stand in this 
proportion to the present bulk of idle- 
ness. This comforting conclusion is derived 
from inquiries made at the four hundred 
Employment Exchanges. Thousands of 
claimants to unemployment benefit were 
interviewed in 1927, and their testimony 
was tabulated and analysed. Among the 
results of the investigation is a table 
showing the percentages of insured 
persons of different ages who were unem- 
ployed. It was found that of insured 
men between the ages of 16 and 17 a 
little more than 2 per cent. were idle. Of 
men between 18 and 19 the percentage 
was nearly 8 per cent. For men between 
20 and 24 the - proportion rose to over 
9 per cent., and for men between 25 and 
29 it reached the high proportion of 11 
At this point it tended to 
decrease, but after the age of 45 it rose 
again and continued to be steadily higher 
until, of insured men between the ages 
of 65 and 69, no fewer than 17 pen cent. 
idle. 
of the numbers of days on which relief 
was sought during a period of three and 
a half years ending April, 1927. This 
showed that the average number of days 
on benefit was relatively small. A quarter 
oi the men and half of the women re- 
ceiving benefit were less than 100 days 
unemployed, and, when those whose un- 
employment was less than 200 days are 
added, only a small proportion whose 
period of benefit was longer remains. 
The whole, ‘‘ shows 
conclusively that the general body of 
claimants for benefit at a given date is 
made up of individuals with widely vary- 
ing fortunes as regards employment and 
unemployment.” There is, however, a 
nucleus of persons. who receive benefit 
over long extended periods and. who 
“ verge on the unemployable.”’ It would 
be interesting and useful to draw up 
similar statistics for unemployment in 
the Irish Free State. The precise effect 
of the economic stress on employment in 
the Saorstát is cbscured by the high rate 
of emigration.

Increasing emigration 
reduces the unemployment figures of the 
Free State, and the measure of the “hard 
core ” of idleness is diminished by this 
accidental means. If the industry and 
adaptability of the individual which keeps 
chronic unemployment so low in England 
were copied in Ireland, the emigrant ships 
would not be so busy. 


A Catalogue. 


á The records of crime in the United 
States suggest that nearly every citizen 
carries a “gun ’’—the lawful for defence 
and the lawless for attack; and Holly- 
wood’s pictures convey the same impres- 
sion. In Ireland the carriage of firearms 
without licence is an offence to which 
severe penalties are assigned ; in England 
recent crimes of violence. have provoked a 
demand for more drastic restrictions on 
the carriage of arms. The Federal 
Government of the United States and all, 
or some, of the several States may have 
laws on the subject; but we have not 
heard of them, and the operation of such 
laws is not indicated by a document 
which lies before us. It is the catalogue 
of an American firm of munition-makers, 
which apparently does a large business by 
“mail order,” and its first page bears the 
inspiring motto, “ The citizen’s ability to 
use small arms is the nation's first line of 
defence.” Similar legends, interspersed 
through the catalogue, appeal to American 
patriotism and self-interest :—“ Who beat 
the English at New Orleans? The superior 
pisto] and rifle marksmanship of the men 
from the U.S.A."’; “Criminals out for 
plunder are always armed”; “ Twenty 
million homes in America must be pro- 
tected.’ The firm offers to its clients an 
immense variety of “guns” on terms of 
“net cash with order.” There are auto- 
matic pistols and combination rifles. There 
is a “ baby machine gun”’ which can dis: 
charge 200 shots a minute. There is “the 
world’s smallest portable machine gun,” 
which discharges 540 shots a minute: it is

‘tion of such sense and spirit is furnished 
by the Cathedral Board’s decision to use 
only Irish marble in the floor of the nave. 
Leinster, Munster and Connaught—all 
will supply their share of this material. 
Belgian and Sicilian marbles could have 
been bought at a price smaller by at 
least twenty per cent., but the Board felt 
that its Irish fane must have an Irish 
pavement. The Dean of Belfast, to whom 
the Cathedral owes so much, has explained 
that the decision, “peculiarly gratifying 
to himself,” has been made possible by 
the generosity of Mr. Milne Barbour, 
M.P., who, in presenting the floor to the 
Cathedral, agrees to pay the additional 
cost of Irish material. Southern Ireland 
is apt to ask, “ Can any good thing come 
out of Belfast?” Here, however, it 
cannot refuse to admit that the Protestant 
North has set an example to the whole 
South, both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic. It is an old complaint that 
far too much of the material used in the 
building and ornamentation of Irish 
churches is imported from other countries. 
Matters have improved in recent years, 
but still, we learn, stained glass windows 
are imported, although the stained glass 
of certain Irish studios is famous through- 
out the world. . Still Irish churches are 
filled with statuary and pictures that have 
no individuality or distinction—the out- 
put of virtual mass production in German 
factories. The builders and custodians of 
such churches may be willing to learn 4 
lesson from Belfast—without prejudice of 
their views on its religion.and politics.

TOURISTS PRESENT. 


The general public here is still 
apparently not interested in the proceed- 
ings, and only a handful of civilians was 
present, although a few tourists from the 
homeward-bound mail steamer Macedonia 
added to the crowd later in the day. 

Commander Daniel was called .imme- 
diately to the court, and for nearly five 
hours he was under*examination and cross- 
examination. “His evidence included a 
number of points not covered by his letter. 
He described how, after he had drawn up 
his report on the alleged incidents in 
connection with Rear-Admiral Collard, he 
called a” meeting of the Lieutenant- 
Commandéts in his cabin behind closed 
doors. s , a 

Each officer, Commander ‘Daniel said, 
solemnly ‘and definitely declared that he 
had not:over-stated the. case.

I found the: Admiral and Captain 
Dewar there. .The Admiral at once opened 
by saying: “Commander, the chaplain has 
just Leen in here accusing me of calling the 
bandmaster a Now you were with us 
and 1, did nothing of the sort; did IY” i 
thought for a second, and | said very 
deliberateiy: “li you ask me, sir, if 1 heard 
you call the bandmaster “a b——, my repiy 
is ‘No,’ but if you ask me whether you 
referred to the bandmaster as a b—— in my

CONDITION SATISFACTORY. 
From Revurer’s CorresPon vent. 
PARIS, Monday. 
The British Embassy announced at 10.10 
this evening that the condition of 
Viscount Trematon was satisfactory, and 
that he had. been. given permission this 
morning to take some nourishment and to 

smoke a cigarette. 

The accident occurred near Belleville- 
sur-Saone, on the Paris-Lyons road, at 
about 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The Viscount was accompanied on the 
car by two young friends, Mr. Kenneth 
Maddocks. who went down from Trinity 
last year, and Mr. John Couran. Mr. 
Maddocks received a fracture of the skull 
and died last night in the hospital of 
Belleville-sur-Saone, in which the Viscount 
is now being tended.. Mr. Couran was not 
seriously hurt. 

It is reported by spectators of the acci- 
dent that it occurred as the result of the 
car crashing into a tree. 


THE BREMEN OVER 
DUBLIN. 


IRISH AIRMAN AND THE 
GERMAN MACHINE, 

The German monoplane, the Bremen. 
went up for a trial flight from Baldonnel 
Aerodrome over Dublin yesterday even- 
ing. 
Captain Kéhl and Commandant J. 
Fitzmaurice, O.C. of the Free State Army 
Air Corps, were in the pilot’s cabin at 
the dual controls, while Baron von 
Huenefeld was in the passenger cabin. 
‘Commandant Fitzmaurice took over the 
controls for.a time. 

The monoplane remained in the air. for 
just over an hour. On landing Captain 
Kohl and Commandant Fitzmaurice ex- 
pressed themselves very well pleased 
with the excellent all-round performance 
of the machine. 

The Bremen made a very good take off 
in a distance of a few hundred yards at 
5.19 p.m. The weather was hazy and a 
slight misty rain was falling, but the 
monoplane soon attained an altitude. of 
several thousand feet. She answered to 
the controls in an easy manner. 

Coming down the monoplane~ was 
“- bumped ”.: pretty badly by the strong 
winds and landed on one wheel, but she 
was skilfully handled, and made a good 
landing. 

As .she was being wheeled ith the 
hangar the left wheel suddenly burst, with 
a loud report. A new wheel was imme- 
diately fitted. 

The flight was watched by a number of 
journalists and Press photographer+, who 
were admitted on to the aerodrome for 
the first time, and a hut was placed at 
their disposal by the commanding officer. 

There is no likelihood of a start on the 
trans-Atlantic flight being made to-day, 
as the Atlantic weather report for the next 
twenty-four hours. reads: — “ Strong, 
squally westerly winds; cloudy, with 
occasional rain.”’

CIVIL SERVANTS IN 
SOUTHERN IRELAND. 


MR. AMERY ON THEIR 
CLAIMS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Sir 
William Davison asked the Secretary for 
Dominion Affairs what steps the Govern- 
ment had taken to deal with the hard- 
ships being suffered by many ex-British 
civil servants in Southern Ireland, many 
of whom had been without salary or 
pension for upwards of two years by 
reason of the failure of the Irish Free 
State Government to pay them the 
pensions and other compensation to which 
the Privy Council in May last held them 
to be entitled. 

Mr. Amery referred to the answer that 
he gave on this subject on 19th March, 
and said that he understood that the 
great’ majority of cases—namely, of tem- 
porary and unestablished officers’ claims 
to compensation—was doubtful. Sir W. 
Davison was. mistaken in thinking that 
the judgment established the claim of any 
officer to compensation. It was merely 
directed to the basis on which the com- 
pensation—if any—which might prove to 
be due to them should be assessed. 

Sir W. Davison—lIs the right hon. 
gentleman aware that many of these 
people have. been waiting, without income 
or pension, for over two years, and that 
a great many of them are in a very serious 
state? Does he not think that the British 
Government ought to do soniething to see 
that they have their rights? 

Mr. Amery—In my previous answer I 
gave expression to a view which I believe 
to be correct—that.the number of persons 
who are actually civil servants, but who 
were not in any sense established, was a 
limited ope; and there are certain others 
who were temporary, whose claims to 
compensation have not been established, 
oh whatever basis compensation may 
afterwards be assessed. 

Sir W. Davison—Does not the Minister 
think that, however limited the number 
may be, they ought to be paid compensa- 
tion, and should not be allowed to be 
without either income or peusions? 

Mr. Amery—I hope that it will he 
settled as soon as ible. 

Mr. Macpherson—Has not the British 
Government a moral obligation, in any 
ease, to deal fairly and justly towards 
these men ? 

Captain H. Crookshank—Is not the 
policy of the Government with regard to 
Southern Irish civil servants thoroughly 
unsatisfactory all the time? 

There was no reply.

MR. GEORGE MOORE, 
WOMAN'S PLACE. |

NO LITERARY GENIUS. 


Mr. George Moore, the veteran author, 
was up yesterday for the first time im 


two months after his long illness, and 


when a Press Association reporter visited 
him in a nursing home in London he 
seemed almost as pleased over that fact 
as he was over the. production of his play, 
“The Life of An Immortal,’ at the Arts 
Theatre, London, W.C., on Sunday night. 

After, discussing: the reception of the 
play and the way in which it came to 
be produced, he gave his impression of 
modern literature, art and women. 

He came to England forty years ago, 
“like a troubadour, to revolutionise 
English literature,” as ‘he expressed it. 


HARDY CGRITICISED. 

“ TI absolutely refuse to speak about my 
living contemporaries,” he said, “ because 
there is not one worth talking about. As 
regards those who have died recently, 
Thomas. Hardy could not write two lines 
of correct English together, and, instead 
of being considered’ a’ master of English 
country life, should have been considered 
more like a country schoolmaster, Besides, 
as is evident in ‘Tess,’ he had no insight 
into human nature. 

“Then, to take another example, 
Conrad’s. works will be dead in a year, 
Anyone could write the sort of stuff he 
wrote about barges floating in green blue 
hazes. 

A STERILE GENERATION. 

“In my opinion, this generation is the 
most sterile of any there: has been in the 
way of literature. There is not one out- 
standing genius. It is much the same 
with music and art—just a mere spitting 
at the stars—and when ‘women try to 
spit, too, and do what men do, the posi- 
tion is worse than ever. It is as ridiculous 
Jor women to think that they can compete 
with men as it is to suppose that, with 
a wave of a stick, it is possible to turn a 
white rose bush into a red one. 

“Women were far better off when they 
sat up in a tower embroidering beautiful 
tapestries, rather than patting balls over 
a net from one year’s end to another. 
There was something lasting in that 
tapestry ; but what is coming from all 
this ball-patting ?—nothing.”’ . 


TOO MUCH EDUCATION. 

‘He blamed education, of which he said 
there was far too much, particularly for 
woman, who ought to work with her hands 
rather than her brain. 

“Then, again, I hate all this Victorian 
convention which still lingers,’ he 
went on. ‘“‘What have girls got pretty 
faces and arms for, if they are not to be 
kissed? And what are men for, if they 
are not to kiss them? 


HIS INSPIRATION. 

“ All the same, I must confess that I 
would rather make love to a girl who 
wore stays than to .one who does not. 
They give her a prettier shape, and I love 
the little laced-in waists rather than the 
hulking forms of the modern girls, who 
even ape: the man so far as to ride horse- 
hack astride. But, in spite of all this, 
I love women, and I cannot think how. I 
should” have “got through life without 
them ; they have been my inspiration and 
help in many things, and have showered 
all sorts of kindnesses upon me.” 

Reverting to literature, he said that the 
trouble at the present time was that 
writers seemed incapable of finding an 
original or a good subject. Modern novels 
were  merély a sequence of events 
heightened sensationally by men waving 
flags, or going and burying themselves 
because some girl went and kissed another 
man under the hedge. It was all rubbish, 
and not in the least true to human 
nature. 

HOW THE PLAY WAS WRITTEN. 

Speaking of his play, he said that he 
was thrilled about it; but not so thrilled 
as some people thought, because he had 
worked hard for forty years to gain that 
recognition, and after all that time the 
keen edge of pleasure had worn off. 

‘“It seems strange to me that, after 
forty years of hard work, boycotting and 
spurning, I should, through the work of 
a short play, suddenly become one of the 
idols of the English public,” he said. 
“ Congratulations have poured in on me 
from all quarters, and I am only a very 
weak man, barely able to stand.” 

Mr. Moore explained that he started 
“The Life of an Immortal”’ four years 
ago, and got tired of it when he was half- 
way through. Later he determined to 
finish it, and wrote the second half any- 
how, and in the ordinary idiom, whereas 
the first part was in the Elizabethan 
idiom. 

£450 FOR THE MSS. 

“Two days afterwards,” he went on, 
“an American came to ask me if I had 
any short thing which he could publish. 
I showed him ‘the play, which he pro- 
nounced to be exactly what he wanted, 
and, after altering the second half to fit 
the first half, he walked off with the MSS. 
and I with £450, which I thought was a 
very good sum for it.. The result was 
that, soon after it was printed, the 
manager of the Arts Theatre saw it, and 
this is the happy result.” 

The only stipulation that Mr. George 
Moore made was that it should remain 
exactly as it stood, and that only one 
woman should be in the cast to play the 
part ot Queen Bess,

SIX MONTHS’ TOLL OF

WAGES AND COSTS.| 


‘TRADE’ COMMITTEE'S 
REPORT, 
i Bá - “K ' eh " 
Iu an editorial article upon the fourth in- 
stalment of the report of the Committee on 
Industry and Trade published this morning, 
The Times remarks :—Unquestionably the 
most important part of the present volume is 
that which deals with the costs of production 
and distribution in relation to wages. Here 
We come to close grips with matters that 
directly affect all arrangements between 
capital: and’ labour, the practicable rates of 
wages, the prices that: are charged to con- 
sumers, the importation of goods that can 
often be sold more cheaply than British, 
and the success or failare of British exporters 
in foreign markets. Between 1907 and 1924, 
which is taken as the basic year, the increase 


i in the volume of output per head of em- 


ployed persons was slight, in spite of the 
great improvements brought about during the 
interval in means of production, business or- 
These 
advantages, the Committee finds, have been 
neutralised by other changes, such as the 
reduction of working hours and the depres- 
sion of employment, which has led, of course, 
to waste of time. It is shown that during 
this period the available power capacity per 
head increased by 50 per cent., but against 
the slight improvement in output here is set 
the unpleasant contrast that in the United 
States an increase in power of 64 per cent. 
per head has been accompanied by a similar 
increase in output, 

Clearly one reason for increased costs in 
Great Britain is to ba found in the failure 
to utilise our available power capacity to the 
full. The average rise in industrial costs in 
the great expofting trades between 1913 and 
1925 has been from 80 to 90 per cent., but 
costs in 1913 being taken as 100, there was 
a very wide range in 1925 between the total 
costs of 120 in the case of heavy oil engines 
and 275 in that of Egyptian cotton spinning. 
Much depends on the basis of costs, for, 
while the returns for cotton show that three- 
quarters of the cost of production is repre- 
sented by materials, in other cases the in- 
crease is due to increased. overhead charges 
per unit of Output owing to decline in pro- 
deetion. It can be said, in.fact, that no one 
general rule is applicable to all phases of 
industry, and that this is also true of the 
proportion of costs represented by wages.

There was 
a unanimous “No. I inquired whether 
there had been any special complaint by the 
Admiral which had led to this scene, and got 
no reasons that would account for the scene.

The Admiral then proceeded to give 
orders in very rapid succession Officers were 
handling baggage, men were running up and 
down the ladder; there wag a big commotion. 
The Admiral ordered the barge to return, 
walked past the officers at the salute ready 
to receive him, looked right through me and 
Captain Dewar also at the salute, “cut”' the 
captain dead, and walked down his hatch. 
He never returned my salute or Captain 
Dewar's. 
The witness. continuing. said that there 
were more than fifty men quite close who 
must have seen the whole incident. 

“ A DELIBERATE INSULT.” 

Mr. Kimball—What was your general im- 
pression of the Admiral’s manner on this 
occasion : 
Witness~A deliberate insult. 

The witness, continuing, said :—After com- 
pleting the report I had it typed by the 
captain’s secretary—an officer. I tried to 
make absolutely certain that I had not over- 
stated the description as to what had 
happened. I sent for certain lieutenant- 
commanders, told: them that I was sending 
a report committing myself to certain 
phrases, and wanting their opinion as to 
whether I had over-stated the case. I con- 
cluded by saying: “ For God's sake stop me 
if there is any doubt in your minds.” I read 
the phrases about the effect on the morale 
of the ship. and each officer solemnly said: 
‘It is not over-stated.”’ I also consulted the 
rie agg commander. He said. that, 
simuariy to myself, he felt that unless there 
was a total stoppage of these incidents there 
was no possible chance of ever getting good 
morale in the ship. I made a report re- 
luctantly, because of the pleasant personal 
relations which had prevailed. I do not dis- 
agree with witnesses tor the prosecution about 
the discipline, but they mean obeying orders. 
mean another sort of discipline, which I 
call morale. 

THE COURT OF INQUIRY. 
Referring to the Court of Inquiry, Com- 
mander aniel said :—‘‘I received verbal 
notice at 12.35 p.m. from the captain that 
the court would be held at 1.30. Later came 
written orders to hold available all officers 
whose evidence might be required. went 
to the wardroom at 1.20 p.m., and I excluded 
all the waiters. I told the officers that all 
who were able to give evidence would be 
required. I hurriedly read through portions 
of the captain’s letter, and asked any officer 
able to give evidence on each statement to 
give his name in. I did not read the com- 
ments. I said that what was wanted was to 
get to the truth and to the bottom of the 
whole thing. I said that if any officer had 
any evidence to give he should have the guts 
to come forward and give it. 

“ We hurried down, arriving at the Court 
of Inquiry a quarter of an hour late. € 
result of the Court was that I was removed 
from the ship. 

ANOTHER LETTER. 
“I went to London, .Commander Daniel 
continued. I went at once to the Admiralty 
and said that I. wanted to report on the 
circumstances of March 11th. wrote this 
letter (produced), which I handed to Major 
Attwood, and asked him to give it to the 
First Lieutenant for rapid transmission to 
the ship’s company.’’

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Northern Government's Migration Policy; Contracts 
and Employment; Attracting the Tourist; The 
Flooded. Areas; ‘Forgotten Ex-Service 
Men ; Municipal Administration. 
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. BELFAST, Monday. 
HE revival of the historic title of Earl 
of Ulster has given much pleasure 
to the loyal people of Northern reland, 
and they look upon the conferring of this 
new dignity on Prince Henry as a special 
compliment to themselves. There has 
been rejoicing in official.quarters; for it 
is felt that the new earldom will bring the 
North into greater prominence among the 
nations of the world.. The Free State also 
shares in the honour, as three of the 
counties. of geographical Ulster are 
included in Southern Ireland, and Prince 
Henry is thus an earl on both sides of the 
border, equally in Donegal, Monaghan 
and Cavan, as in Antrim and Down. 
Many people are puzzled about the 
status and extent of “ Ulster.” . The 
ancient province, with its glories and 
traditions, about which so much has been 
written amd sung, was composed of nine 
counties, but its borders have been 
curtailed and its extent diminished. 
Legally, '' Ulster’? has disappeared from 
the map, and in the course of a few 
generations it will only be a memory unless 
Ireland once more becomes a single entity, 
and at present the portents do not favour 
such a union. Fate, however, has many 
curious ways of accomplishing her ends, 
and it may be that the new titles of 
Prince Henry, representing England, 
Scotland, Northern Ireland and portion of 
the Irish Free State, are more significant 
than is generally imagined. If they serve 
to bring the peopies of the British Isles 
came in amity, much good will have been 
one. 


A RESTRICTIVE POLICY. 


The policy of Sinn Fein, broadly inter- 
preted as “ we ourselves”? or “all for 
ourselves,” is being developed to a certain 
extent by the Government of Northern 
Ireland, and it is stated by the Minister 
of Labour to have had beneficial results. 
Attention has already been drawn to the 
Act which has been passed mainly to 
restrict the migration of workers from the 
Free State into the North, and at the 
last sitting of the Northern House of 
Commons it was revealed, through a 
question put by Mr. Cahir Healy, that 
in all public contracts it is a condition 
that “‘ all materials and labour’’ must be 
confined to the Six-County area. It was 
pointed out that this stipulation is doing 
injury to Northern contractors who have 
hitherto secured work in the Free State, 
and the Minister of Labour was asked 
whether it is being ismpressed upon Free 
State Departments that they ought to 
impose similar conditions barring com- 
petition from the Northern province. 

Mr. Andrews, however, was of a different 
opinion, and said that the circular which 
was issued with regard to the matter 
referred to was intended to ensure that 
where public money was being expended it 
should be used in such a way as to provide 
the greatest amount of employment in 
Northern Ireland. At first sight this looks 
reasonable enough, but the building of a 
high wall between North and South cannot 
lead to ultimate prosperity, while on the 
other hand it is certain to create friction. 
'f other countries adopted a similar 
attitude, the great industries of Belfast 
would soon disappear. A policy of reci- 
procity would be the wiser course to adopt, 
and it would be welcomed by the business 
community. 


TOURIST DEVELOPMENT. 


With the approach of the summer 
season, the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association is increasing its activities, and 
it is hoped that there will be a great influx 
of visitors this year. Much has been done 
both at home and abroad to impress upon 
the travelling public the scenic beauties of 
the North. Cinema screen films have 
been produced for exhibition in. Britain 
and the Dominions, while tens of 
thousands of illustrated pamphlets and 
leaflets describing the country have been 
distributed. The Government, the Belfast 
Corporation, and many other public bodies 
are contributing to the funds of the 
Association with the object of attracting 
tourists, and already excellent results have 
been recorded. 

The restoration of old castles and ancient 
monuments, which has now n under- 
taken by the Government, should add to 
the interest of the tourist’s itinerary, and 
it is hoped that many of the famous places 
in the province, at present almost for- 
gotten, will receive proper attention from 
the authorities. It was stated in the 
Northern Senate the other day by Viscount 
Charlemont that there are about two 
thousand objects of antiquarian and 
historic interest in the Six Counties, and 
an endeavour is to be made to preserve 
these for future generations. 

The hotel accommodation has been 
greatly improved, and in the principal 
seaside resorts the traveller can find every 
comfort, and even luxury, according to 
inclination and the length of one’s purse.

RESENTFUL FARMERS. 


The latest development in connection 
with the Bann drainage scheme is eloquent 
of the resentment of the farmers at the 
neglect of their interests AS a meeting 
representative of the agricultural] industry 
held adjacent to the flooded areas near 
Portadown the other day a streng resolu- 
tion was adopted protesting against the 
action of the Armegh County Council in 
turning down the scheme for the allevia- 
tion of the grievance. There are 
thousands of acres of land, extending from 
Portadown to Bannioot, affected by the 
rising waters, and the owners have ex- 
pressed their determination that the 
Government project shall be put into 
operation at once. '' Promises have been 
made and broken so often,’’ it is stated in 
the resolution, “ that our patience has 
become exhausted,’’ but it is likely that 
they wil] have wait a long time before 
their hopes are realised. 

The opinion of the meeting was that 
the Government should proceed with the 
work without reference to any public body, 
and that the cost could afterwards be 
levied on the various areas held to be 
responsible. Such a course, however, 
would be illegal, and even Governments 
must observe the law. Of course it could 
make the charge a national one, but it is 
evident that -the state of the exchequer 
will not permit of that being done. The 
farmers are also asking for compensation 
to cover losses incurred during the 
present year, or, in the alternative, for a 
remission of Land Commission annuities 
and drainage rates in the flooded areas, 
but their hopes in that respect are doomed 
to disappointment. The problem of the 
Bann Valley will not be solved yet awhile. 


PLIGHT OF EX-SERVICE MEN. 


The dream of the ex-Service men that 
they would live in a land “‘ fit for heroes ”’ 
has not come true, so far as the Belfast 
contingent are concerned. It appears from 
a return made a few days ago that there 
are at present ir the Belfast Union 
Infirmary 106 ex-Service men, while 179 
representatives ot the fighting forces in 
the Great War are inmates of the body of 
the house. In cther words, they are 
paupers. In addition, there are 223 ex- 
Service men with 918 dependents at present 
in receipt of outdoor relief in the city—a 
sad total, which Coes not reflect the spirit 
of gratitude. Two ex-Service men were 
buried in pauper graves from the institu- 
tion during the past six years. 

These facts were elicited by Colonel P. 
J. Woods, D.S.O., M.P., who has at all 
times taken an active personal interest in 
the welfare of the ‘‘ flotsam and jetsam ”” 
of the Army. On the other hand, it is 
pleasant to record that much is being done 
in the city, through the King’s National 
Roll, to improve the condition of local 
disabled warriors. At the monthly meet- 
ing of the King’s National Roll Sub-Com- 
mittee, under the presidency of Major 
McLaughlin, a report was submitted show- 
ing that the number of these men on the 
register as totally unemployed was 899, 
being a decrease of 29 as compared with 
the previous month. Even this slight im- 
provement is welcomed, but much remains 
to be done to remove the reproach which 
euch figures imply. 

The Ministry of Labour wrote calling 
attention to the fact that the number of 
enrolled firms had been falling during the 
past seven months and urging the employ- 
ment committees to secure the enrolment 
of additional firms. 


CLEARING UP THE MUDDLE. 


The expert in municipal administration 
and finance appointed to advise the Bel- 
fast Corporation regarding the activities 
of its various departments has now got 
to work, and his investigations are 
expected to produce valuable results. His 
‘terms of reference’’ virtually include 
the reorganisation of the whole civic 
methods of management and ccntrol, and 
the “ Big Six,’’ headed by the Lord 
Mayor, are determined that there shall be 
no interference with his efforts to place 
the affairs of the city upon a sound and 
permanent foundation. Attempts have 
been made to cloud the issue, but Sir 
William Turner has the support of the 
great majority of the Council, and the 
operations will proceed until success is 
assured. 

The public generally have confidence in 
the Lord Mayor and approve of his action, 
and it is significant that representatives 
of public bodies who are interested in the 
Corporation affairs and finances have been 
invited to place their views before the 
expert either by written statements or 
through private conferences. Members of 
the Council have also the same privilege, 
and everything possible is being done to 
reveal the true state of affairs and clear up 
a difficult situation. It will probably be 
three months befcre the expert submits his 
report, and the special committee will then 
make recommendutions to the full Council, 
but it has not yet transpired whether the 
complete report will be made public. A 
proposal to do so was negatived by the 
Council, but the refusal may have been 
only of a temporary nature, as it seems 
reasonable enough that the ratepayers 
should be placed in possession of the whole 
history of the case. 


A MINISTRY OF HEALTH ? 


The suggestion made at a meeting in 
Belfast during the week-end by Dr. John 
Thompson, a. well-known medical expert, 
that a Ministry of Health should be 
established in Northern Ireland, is worthy 
of earnest consideration. After all, the 
well-being of the people is of paramount 
importance and should be a national 
responsibility. In the cities and towns 
there are, of, course, health departments ; 
but these. have only local powers, and 
cannot study the great problems of disease 
and their solution from the national point 
of view. 

Humanity has benefited enormously by 
research work in the laboratory, but very 
few practitioners have the time at their 
disposal to pursue investigations there. 
In Northern Ireland large sums are spent 
annually by the Ministry of Agriculture 
for the improvement of live-stock, as well 
as in research work tespecting flax and 
other crops, and Dr. Thompson thinks 
that at least the same amount of trouble 
should be taken in regard to the health 


of the people. 

Dr. Cionn advocates food reform as 
essential for the prevention of the wide- 
spread diseases which afflict humanity, 
and is of opinion that one of the functions 
of the Ministry of Health would be to 
see that the poorer classes of the com- 
munity and children generally are sup- 
plied with an abundance of fruit and 
vegetables, which contain the necessary 

pu- 
lace. Tt would also supervise the as of 
these commodities, which, he said, are 
more expensive here in Belfast than in 
England or Scotland. That is the diffi- 


culty. 


! POOL MARKETING .!: 


OF CEREALS. 


AN EXAMPLE FROM 
CANADA, 


—-—— 


“Through “education: first, organisation 
next, and finally educated, organised co- 
operation, the Canadian farmers are making 
a real effort to solve the problems of their 
industry by their own efforts, and, in doing 
so, have improved their

further in co-operative effort.” 

The foregoing statement was made at a 
meeting of the Farmers’ Club in London 
yesterday by Mr. Herbert Greenfield, Agent- 
General, Government Province of Alberta, in 
the course of a lecture on “ Pool Marketing 
of Cereals.’’ 

VOLUNTARY CONTRACT. 

The basis of the pools, Mr. Greenfield 
said, was a voluntary contract between the 
grower and the pool. in which the grower 
contracted for five years to sell all the wheat 
he grew—except what he needed for seed 
and feed—through the pool, 

The first contracts expired at the end of 
1927. New contracts had since been made, 
covering another five-year period. The ex- 
tent to which renewal contracts had been 
signed for the second five-year period indi- 
cated the measure of confidence which the 
pools had established as a marketing agency, 
and the mea-ure of satisfaction which they 
had given to the farmer. 

Each provincial pool was self-governing. 
The Province of Allerta was divided into 
seven main districts. Each of these districts 
was sub-divided into ten sub-districts, making 
seventy sub-districts in all. Seventy dele- 

ates vere elected each year by the members, 
by post-card ballot, one from each of the 
The delegates served 


seventy sub-districts. 
for one year. 

The seventy delegates met at the annual 
meeting of the Association for general dis- 
cussion of the year’s business. At the annual 
meeting each group of ten delegates from 
the seven main districts met together and 
elected from among themselves, or from 
among the general membership of their par- 
ticular district, a director “ó sat on the 
Central Board of the Association,” The 
director ajso served for one year. “The seven 
men elected were the Board of Directors for 
the year, 


ONE PRICE. 

Membership in the pool was open to those 

who were directly or indirectly engaged in 
the production of wheat. Every member, on 
joining, paid a fee of two dollars, which was 
applied to organisation expenses, and one 
dollar for a nominal share in the organisa- 
tion, so as to comply with the company laws 
of the province. The member signed a five- 
years’ contract to deliver all the wheat which 
he produced, directly or indirectly, to the 
pool, 
Since they commenced operations in 1925 
the provincial pools had acquired, built or 
leased some receiving elevators at country 
points. At country points where the pool 
did not own its own elevator, pool grain 
might be delivered to the elevators of any 
grain company under an arrangement be- 
tween the pool and all the elevator com- 
yanies, certain agreed charges being made 
yy the companies for this service. 

“The farmer received on delivery, of the 
grain at the local receiving elevator the 
initial payment decided upon for that crop 
season for the grade of wheat which he 
delivered. He later received one or more 
interim payments during the year, as conch- 
tions justified the payments, and received the 
final payment when. the marketing of the 
year’s crop was completed. : 
" Proceeds of all sales by the selling 
organisation were pooled according to grade. 
All contract holders received the same price, 
according to the grade of wheat delivered by 
them to the pool, which was the average 
price received by the pool for that grade over 
the whole crop year. 

All contracts terminated at the end of the 
five-year period. Those who joined the pool 
after the first year of the period signed con- 
tracts to expire at the end of the five-year 
period. These contract members formed the 
foundation of the organisation, 


THE CANADIAN WHEAT POOL. 

Through the methods used in election of 
delegates and directors, members were in con- 
tinual touch with and control of the entire 
organisation. 

The provincial pools of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan were organised along similar 
lines. In 1923 the Alberta pool was the only 
one operating. During 1924 Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba organised pools along the same 
lines. The three provinces then merged their 
selling strength into one market organisation, 
known as the Canadian Wheat Producers, 
Limited—commonly called the Canadian 
Wheat Pool. This was a selling organisation 
only, and under an agreement with the three 
provincial pool organisations it took over from 
them the wheat pooled by the respective 
members and placed it on the markets of the 
world, with a view of securing the highest 
average price throughout the year. 

The co-operation between the three 
provinces prevented duplication and competi- 
tion between selling agencies. The head office 
was in Winnipeg, which was the recognised 
grain centre in Canada. There were offices in 
Calgary and Vancouver to look after the 
Western sales and the Pacific Coast ship- 
ments. An office in Toronto attended to the 
sales to Eastern Canada mills, and the offices 
in New. York and Montreal looked after the 
loadings and shipments from all the Atlantic 
ports. The office in Paris attended to sales 
and shipments to French mills. There were 
also a number of agencies in other countries, 
and an office had been opened recently im 
London. 

The Canadian Wheat Pool was the largest 
wheat selling organisation in the world. It 
handled 80 per cent. of all Canadian wheat 
purchased in France in 1926, having 600 mill- 
ing customers in that country. The pool con- 
trolled well over 65 per cent. of Canadian 
export surplus, and was looked upon as an 
outstanding example of co-operative effort by 
primary producers, It marketed over 188 
million bushels of the 1925 crop, and about 
the same amount of the 1926 crop. The 
estimated acreage under contract in 1925 was 
14,300,000 acres, and in 1926 15,300,000 acres, 


an increase of one million acres. 


MARKETING OF CATTLE, 

The buyer who was in the market for fifty 
thousand bushels was not now asked to pur- 
chase two hundred and fifty thousand bushels 
at a. price virtually determined by himself, 
The pool’s influence on price was world-wide. 

The pool stabilised and upheld price levels 
not only for its own members; but also for 
the non-pool farmers of Canada, as well as 
the farmers of other countries. It aimed to 
secure a fair price for producers, to eliminate 
waste in distribution, and to secure for the 
producers as large a percentage of the con- 
sumers’ dollar as the scientific application of 
economic principles would permit. (Co-opera- 
tive marketing, as exemplied by the wheat 
pool, promised to the Western farmers a 
greatly improved future for their indystry. 

Since the wheat pool was organised co- 
operative pools had been organised, and were 
now being operated, for the marketing of 
cattle, dairy products, poultry and eggs. Pool 
marketing of these products was a little more 
difficult, and growth would necessarily be 
slower than the growth of the wheat pool. but 
good progress was being made with all of 


them.

IRISH MARBLES ONLY TO BE 
USED. 

The Board of Belfast Cathedral has con- 
cluded a contract with Messrs. Purdy and 
Millard, of Belfast, to lay the floor of the 
Cathedral nave in marble and beechwood 
blocks, at a cost of close on £3,000, according 
to a design prepared by Sir Charles Nicholson. 

The Dean of Belfast, in announcing this 
fact, said that, although the cost will be 
fully 20 per cent. more than if Belgian and 
Sicilian marbles had been used, the marble 
specified was Irish throughout, black and 
white and red. This decision, peculiarly 
gratifying to himself personally and to the 
Cathedral, he said, was rendered possible by 
the spontaneous offer of the generous donor of 
the floor, the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, 
M.P., to bear the additional cost, with a view 
to stimulating Irish industry, Leinster, 
Munster, and Connaught would each supply 
portion of the material used in their Ulster 
Cathedral. The work would be begun at 
once, and would, it was hoped, be completed 
by Christmas.

STEWART INSTITUTION FOR 
IMBECILE CHILDREN. 


The report for 1927, which was read at the 
annual meeting of the Council of the Stewart 
Institution for Imbecile Children, held at the 
offices, 40 Molesworth street, Dublin, yester- 
day, stated that the Institution continued to 
make satisfactory progress. Subscriptions 
amounted to £1,137 bs. 6d. Donation receipts 
came to £355 17s. 2d. Payments for main- 
tenance of pupils amounted to £3,245 13s. ód. 
The accounts closed with a balance in hand 
of £330, as against £103 for the previous 


ear. 

4 The Medical Superintendent reported that 
on January Ist last there were in the Insti- 
tution seventy-four males and _ fifty-two 
females. The health of the pupils during 
1927 had been exceptionaly good, and there 
were no cases of infectious or contagious 
disease.

CORK BIGAMY CASE. 


YOUNG WOMAN SENTENCED. 
At the Cork Circuit Court yesterday, Nellie 
Lane, 25, was sentenced by —_ Kenny to 
three months’ imprisonment in the first divi- 
sion for bigamy. 

The woman pleaded guilty to marrying 
Michael Briery on February 18 last in the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral, Cork, her husband, 
William Lane, to whom she was married on 
August 1st, 1925, at the Church of SS. Peter 
and Paul, being then alive. 

Mr. Maurice O’Connor, State Solicitor, who 
prosecuted, said that the indictment set out 
that she was married to Lane in 1925. At 
that time she was living in Washington 
street, Cork, with her mother. Prior to 
her marriage to Lane she had been on ex- 
ceedingly friendly terms with Briery. He 
had left Cork, and was away for a consider- 
able period. At that time his affections 
waned, and she married Lane, who was in 
steady employment. They lived in South 
Main street. Counsel did not wish to say 
anything that might possibly hurt her 
hechand'e feelings, or in any way interfere 
with the good baine between them. Briery 
returned to Cork some time after her 
marriage to Laue, and it was only right to 
say he knew of it, and it was his insistence 
that brought about her second marriage to 
him, but she had never lived with him. 

Curious and inexplicable as it might seem 
from the human standpoint, alwost within 
an hour of leaving the church she returned to 
Lane and lived’ with him, while Briery lived 
in lodgings in Leitrim street. She had never 
been unfaithful to her husband, and he 
realised it; if his lordship was disposed to 
exercise his clemency, ner husband was 
willing to take her back. 

The Judge—I look upon the case as a 
very bad one. She went through the form 
of marriage under the very nose of her 
husband. She violated the law. If I did 
not punish this woman it would be practically 
repealing the statute against bigamy.

PORTADOWN'S CONTRIBUTION.

PORTADOWN DRAINAGE SCHEME 


At the meeting of the Portadown Town 
Council yesterday, the plans for the. proposed 
main drainage scheme were approved. It 
was decided to apply to the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs to sanction the 
scheme, and the borrowing of £46,000 to 
finance the undertaking, and to apply to the 
Northern Ministry of Labour for a grant of 
£27,000, being the balance of the estimated 
cost of the scheme.

OPPOSITION TO RAILWAY 
BILL. 


At. a special meeting of Pembroke Urban 
District Council, which was held in the Town 
Hall, Ballsbridge, last night, it was decided, 
on the motion of Mr. J. W. Brittain, Chair- 
man, seconded by Mr. Fannin, that a petition 
be lodged in opposition to the Great Southern 
Railways (Miscellaneous Purposes) Bill, 1928, 
now being promoted in the Oireachtas, and 
that the erpenses of such petition be charged 
on the District Fund and general district rate, 
the revenues of the electric lighting under- 
taking, and other funds and rates of the 
Urban District Council, as the Council shall 
determine.

Chairman— The one that we are immediately 
interested in is that dealing with level cross- 
ings. It is of the utmost importance to this 
district that these level crossings should be 
mainained as they have been in the past, We 
are advised by our Law Agent that opposition 
to the bill is the only way we have of being 
heard. 

- Mr. Maguire said that by the passing of 
the bill as it stood, five level crossings would 
be thrown upon the ratepayers.
